FOOTBALL IN THE ARCTIC 


. LABRADOR’S. HARDY. 
FISHERMEN, [ 


(By thé Rev. “Edwin Maley.) err 


When I read in The ‘Daily Tele-| 


graph that Canada ‘is sald to be 
negotiating -a ninety-nine years’ 
lease of’. 76,000,000 acres. of 
Labrador, the news, came as @ grati- 
tying reassurance, If the deal goes 
through a tract with vast ‘potential 
wealth in forests, minerals, and 
water power will remain securely 
within the Empire. Nathing . else 
could satisfy anyone who knows how 
many lives have been spent in mak- 
ing this a British territory and a 
source of strength to Newfoundland 
—the oldest, and in many ways the 
most English, of our Colonies. 

' Life is rigorous for the few in- 
habitants of Labrador, but 2a the 
land comes within the line of route 
projected for the world’s air traffie 
It develops in importance as time 
goes on, 

We hear much of the fisheries of 
Newfoundland, but the greatest cod 
fishery in the world Hes thirty miles 
off the island: zone of Labrador. 
This, with. the seal-fishing in the 
Spring, forms the main source of 


‘livelihood for the fighermen,’ who 


constitute the population to be con- 
sidered. It is suggested that in 
any lease that may be granted the 


. {fishing industry will be specially ex- 


empted and retained for these brave 
fellows, and on this point there 
should be no shadow of doubt. 

. Sport on the Ice. 

When I firat went there, as Min- 
ister of Pinchard’s Mission, they 
were few in number and lived in. 
scattered groups, with little or no 
recreation to lighten the continual 
load of work. I set myself to teach’ 


them football, and it took months to 


get a standard. ball out from Eng- 
land. As there’ was no level or 
suftable ground, we had to wait till 
the sea froze over, and as we had 
no goalposts or the chance of plant- 
ing them, wo used a couple of ice- 
bound schooners for the purpose.

‘IRRITATION 


To go from London to Paris just 
now is to jump out of an atmosphere 
of frritation against the French 
into one of incomprehension of the 
British. 

In London jit is impossible, how- 
ever fond one may be of France, to 
‘Vexcape the feeling that’ her policy | 
is largely responsible for the pre- 
sent deplorable state of things in 
Europe. In Paris one reallses that 
the prevailing mood is a pained sense 
of being very unfairly misjudged. 

1 have just returned from a short 


there many hours before talks with 
lleadiny Frenchmen convinced me 
that there id 2 complete misunder- 
standing between our two countries, 
One cannot but be amazed ‘once 
more that two nations in such close 
proximity, and with so many points 
of contact, should show such a 
incapacity to understand 
reach other, writes the General in 
{the Daily Telegraph. 

During my stay I had the oppor- 
tunity of meeting «a number of 
\leaders, both in the business and 
Political worlds, 
ment at their incomprchension of 
Public opinion in England was. only 
matched by their stupefaction at 
being’ so misrepresented here. 

France's Generosity. 

They were one and all dumbfound- 
,¢ed that British opinion seemed to 
take no account of the generosity 
with which France had come to our 
help in the Summer. They remind- 
‘ed me that they had been prepared 
Ito do even more than they did. 
Their purse had been wide open: for 
us to take as much as we needed. 

They pointed out, too, that it 
was the French Government which 
had prevented the Bank of France 
throwing its holdings of sterling on 
the market when the pound was 
falling, with the consequence that 
the French Treasury has had to 
hand over some two milliards to the 
bank to make good the loss incurred. 

These statements represent’ a 
‘quite genuine point of view, for the 
French do feel they have been gen- 
erous, i 

I found that Frenchmen find it 
hard to understand the irritation 
caused in England by the imposition 
of the 15 per cent. surtax. Never- 
theless, in responsible circles there 
is increasing realisation that the 
price of such a small financial ad- 
vantage is too heavy If it Jeads to a

With regard to our own tariffs, 
in spite of much nonsense in the 
, Press, the French have no real 
arguments to advance against them.

It fs only right, for instance, that 
the British public shouid know that 
France—although prepared to drive 
a hard bargain on behalf of those 
affected by our, tariffs—is willing, 
and even anxious, to participate in 
any financial. arrangement favout- 
able to us which we might propose. 
If the day comes when our Govern- 
ment whishes to,float a loan in Paris 
to stahilise . the pound, 
given every facility for doing so, 

In another direction’ French 
thought has considerably ‘evolved 
lately. The vital importance of 
private, debta- is fully recognised, 
and our negotiators need no longer 
anticipate that France will insist on 
claiming complete and exclusive 
priority for reparations, r 

Naturally the coming Disarma- 
ment Conference is a major pre- 
occupation with French politicians: 
I found a determination that, what-| 
aver happens, no blame for the 
failure of the Conference, if it 
fails, shall be attributable to 
France, ‘ 

Here again the difference between 
the real French point of view and 
the reflection of it in . London {s 
staggering. Frenchmen, whether 
they be farmers or Ministers, sim- 
ply cannot understand the accusa- 
tion levelled at them here of being 
militaristic. 

. Disarmaments 

The French people are so genuine- 
ly opposed to warlike adventures. 
that it is inconceivable to them that 
imyone can believe the contrary. 
They point out that their army is 
hardly bigyer than that of Great 
Britain if the Indian Army be in- 
cluded, and that an expert might 
well doubt whether in numbers and 
training they could face the German 
and Italian armies on équal terms. 

In many conversations I had in 
Paris on the subject of’ disarma- 
ment, the following thesis was 
developed: 

Security has been the- nightmare 
of post-war international negotia- 
tions; fear of attack has led to the 
impasse Europe finds itself in to- 
day. The chief reason for not dis- 
arming further is alway the same— 
lack of security. The value and. im- 
portance of the Lengue of. Nations 
is realised, but its impotence in the 
face of a Power bent om aggression 
is pointed out. There is the court 
of law, but where is the: policeman? 

Although the Disarmament Con- 
ference is to open at Geneva in 
February, nothing: has happened to 
allay these fears. Can no way out 
be found? Cannot the vielons circle !

France longs to be phown the way

Coolness Needed, 

"The Situation, requires great cool- 
ness on our part. ‘It is essential 
not to allow ourselves to ‘be dig- 
tracted by outcries and alarms, or 
irresponsible Press propaganda, in 
either country. . We. must bear in 
mind that without French co-opera- 
‘tion the collapse ‘of Germany ‘is In-

V.C, Admiral’s Story. 


Rear-Admiral Gordon Campbell, 
V.C., M.P., speaking at a meeting of 
‘the 1912 Club in London, referred 
to the recent articles by Mr. Wins- 
‘{ton Churchill in The Daily Tele- 
graph about submarine. warfare, 
and to Admiral Bacon's reply to 
them. . 

“I may add to the discussion,” 
he said. ‘During the war I read 
the diary of a German submarine 
officer, from which it appeared that 
the enemy submarines, could pass 


easily than: they could go round by 
the north of Scotland. 

Referring to the part he played as 
commander of the “Q”’ mystery 
ships, Admiral Campbell said that 
one of the bravest exploits of his 
own crew on board the Dunraven 
was when the ship had been set on 
fire by a submarine and torpedoed. 
“A fire was raging round the 
magazine, and the crew had to wait 
for the arrival of a boat which was 
coming to take them off. They 
knew they would probably be blown 
up before it arrived, but they stood 
there silently waiting. The sea was 
80 rough that I had to tell them the 
boat would only be able to take 
four men. I was asked to mention 
four men by name, as none of them 
wanted to go before the others.” 
At the last moment unexpected 
help came from a destroyer which 
lay tossing alongside the Dunraven, 
One by one men jumped on to the 
deck of the destroyer and they were 
all saved. They were, however, all 
seriously wounded, and most of 
them had’ since died. But he had 
been delighted during the General 
Election when two of the survivors 
came to Burnley on polling day “to 
see that no harm came to him.”

AN UNSOLD TICKET 


Madrid, Dec. 22. 

To-day’s topic throughout Spain 
has been the luck of the Spanish 
Treasury, which drew the first 
prize. of £875,000 in the Spanish 
Christmas lottery, the winning 
ticket, No. 24717, being among the 
few'thousand unsold tickets. The 
Treasury algo drew other prizes 
amounting to about £50,000 in ‘all. 

The gamblers are much disgrunt- 
led over the Treasury’s..luck, but 
the Minister of Finarce, Senor 
Carner, says that the State wel- 
comes this windfall very warmly, 
especially in the present circum- 
stances. : 

The’ present case of the big 
Christmas prize going to the 
Spanish Treasury is unique in the 
history of the lottery. 

Politicians say the Republic has 
had better luck still in the fact that 
stock values are steadily rising on 
the Government's declaration that 
it will not pass any more social 
lawa until the Budget has been 
balanced. :
